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During the period 1-25 July the undersigned, together with. Mr. L. h. ST&zer 
of the Office of Operations , attended a mathoaatioal seminar, hereinafter 
referred to as SCAMP, at the University of California at Los Angeles and the 
Institute for Numerical Analysis 

The purpose of SCAMP was, indirectly at least, to furnish aid to the Agency in 
the solution of some of its problems that ware amenable to a mathematical 
formulation. At the very outset, let it be aaid that the lack of complete 
clearance for the group at loa Angeles rendered it difficult, if not impossible, 
to discuss natters of any consequence to the Agency. Heritors of AFSA attempted 
to overoaae tide difficulty by presenting material of an unclassified or 
mildly classified, nature that had a bearing on their work , The most highly 
classified topic was a formalized version of a wired wheel problem. 

The topic most assiduously studied during the period in question was the 
existence and construction of finite protective planes of a given order, a 
problem of considerable mathematical interest but whose application to problems 
of this Agency is rather tenuous. 

It is the opinion of the undersigned (which io concurred in, substantially, 
by Mr. >rthur J» Levenson, now on duty at SCAUP) teat the failure to obtain 
ths necessary clearances for the manbers of CCAM? veil in advance of the 
opening date of the conference has been the major obstacle to the presentation 
and disousslon of worthy problems; as a oonaequenoo of this failure to obtain 
clearances, those rmthsoatloians who were at SCAMP vers not always the best 
men to discuss the problems concerned In addition to the foregoing criticism, 
there can be made the further one of the loose way in which SCAMP was organized 
and the agenda compiled. If such a conference were to be held again, enough 
time should be available for (a) assembling tae best talent, (b) complete 
olearanoa for those people, and (c) careful ocqpllation of an agenda and 
coordinating this agenda more carefully vi\h uh^ Office of Operations.
